3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, wherein the indioating dat a digital ink 
includes movement data indicative of movement of the sensing dovioo pen relative to the bill, 
the oenGing dovioo pen haviAg generated the movement data using at least some of the coded 
data, and wherein the at least one parameter is identified in the computer system by 
determining that the movement was at least partially within said at least one zone.
